Farmers who kill livestock for use 
on their own farms, or for sale to 
other farmers for consumption on 
their own farms, must register with 
the nearest local ration board. This 
fppftfes also when farmers have live- 
stock killed by a packer or other valid 
slaughterer in order to consume the 
meat on their own farm premises. 

Dates for distributing ration book 3 
are August 25. 26, 27, and 28, selected 
because most of the coupons in ration 
book 2 expire September 2, and it is 
essential that the new ration books be 
in the hands of the public prior to that 
date. 

Distribution centres will be set up 
at summer resorts so that campers 
may obtain their new books without 
returning to their homes. 

As formerly, it will be necessary to 
fill in the postal card at the back of 
ration book 2, stating name, address, 
prefix letters and number of the ration 
book. Please print name and address 
officfals plead.

Canada’s Major Role— 

The part which Canada and Cana- 
dian agriculture will be asked to play 
in the post-war structure of food bank- 
ing is to be a major one. 
minion should have a full voice in the 
policies and operation of the combined 
food board stands to reason; that she 
will get it is more than a probability. 
Canadians are today passing through 
a period in which, despite tremendous 
increases in agricultural production, 
they are being denied their normal 
share of agricultural products. This 
of course is quite in order, Our arm- 
jes and people of Great Britian and 
later the people of liberated Europe 
must be fed. 

The post-war years will see a con- 
tinued restriction of cfvilian buying, as 
Canada continues to do her part in 
supplying the food for the starving 
peoples of a score of European coun- 
tries.

There will be a great 
deal of food needed in China, in the 
islands of the Pacific. 

If Canadians are to see more food on 
their tables after the war it will only 
be because agricultural production is 
stepped up again and still again. This 
can be done, of course, and will be 
done when the manpower situation 
eases up due to the discharge from our 
armed forces thousands of men from 
Canadian farms.

Speaking of the kind of a country we 
would want after the war, Mr. Zeller 
said that freedom, as the indispensable 
condition of all progress, would be a 
unanimous demand. The opportunity

“Finally we want a land 
where, without loss of freedom or the 
restriction of opportunity, the weak 
and the unfortunate will not fail to 
secure the arm of protection.” 

He quoted Winston Churchill’s warn 
ing ‘We must beware of trying to build 
a society in which nobody counts for 
anything except the politician or of- 
ficial, a society where enterprise gains 
no reward and thrift no privileges.” 

Defining ‘private enterprise’, the 
speaker said it meant the ‘freedom ac- 
corded to private persons, either sing- 
ly, in partnership or in groups, to en- 
gage in any business undertaking that 
they may choose, within the limit of 
tHe laws and regulations enacted in 
the general welfare, on the expectation 
that if the undertaking prospers they 
May reap the rewards of their inita- 
tive, and on understanding that if the 
undertaking fails, they will bear the 
consequent losses. It means a society 
free from those artificial restrictions, 
either by the state or by monopoly, 
which prevent any person who dares 
to take the risk, from setting forth on 
new economic voyages of discovery. 
It means a society whose future is not 
limited to the course charted by some 
fuehrer at the top.” 
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
